Mr. Slaght then appealed to Finance Minister Isley and 
the minister said he wanted time to think it over. 

The rest funds or ordinary reserves of the banks are 
published monthly, but in addition each bank has an inner 
reserve to take care of exceptional or unexpected losses which 
may develop. The amount of these inner reserves are disclos- 
ed to the inspector general, the finance minister and the 
deputy finance minister. They are not necessarily disclosed 
to the head of the Bank of Canada. 

The committee will resume discussion upon the inner 
reserve of the chartered banks today. Mr. Slaght, in ques- 
tioning Mr. Tompkins, referred to these amounts as ‘“‘mys- 
terious reserve” and then asked Mr. Ilsley what they amount- 
ed to. The sitting became confused at times as members 
put questions to the witnesses and it was at this point that 
J. J. Kinley (L., Queens-Lunenberg) asked if the committee 
were “a police court.” 


Insurance Against Potential Losses 


When Mr. Tompkins said he did not think the figures 
should be revealed, Mr. Slaght declared the committee and 
parliament had a right to know what the banks had hid- 
den away in these reserves. 


W. H. Fraser (L., Northumberland) and Hughes Cleaver 
(L., Halton) took part in the discussion to clear up that the 
banks transferred-profits to the inner reserve without paying 
income taxes on them. 


Mr. Fraser objected that other companies could not do 
that. If losses did not reach the amounts set aside in or- 
dinary companies, income taxes had to be paid on the bal- 
ance at the end of the year. 


Mr. Tompkins assured the committee these inner reserves 
were in line with sound banking practices and were an insur- 
ance against potential losses. 


Bank losses on bad loans often could not be pinned 
down to any particular year.’ If the amount of the inner 
reserves were made public and there were heavy deductions 
shown by a paritcular bank in any one year it might af- 
fect the confidence of the public in that bank, he said. 


He said that was his principal reason for refusing to dis- 
close the amount of the inner reserves. 

Mr. Slaught then asked Mr. Ilsley and the minister replied 
that it was a “‘grave responsibility” to take. He said he 
would have to think it over. 


May Put It Upto Committee 


“After I think it over I may put it up to the committee to 
use its best judgment in deciding whether it would ask the 
minister to make the figures public,” said Mr. Lsley.

—Arthur Slaght (L., Parry 
Sound), a monetary reformer, 
today continued in the Com- 
mons Banking Committee a 
vigorous, but so far unsuc- 
cessful, attempt to have re- 
vealed the hidden reserves of 
the 10 chartered banks. 

Mr. Slaght said the bank direc- 
tors apparently concealed from 
shareholders the amounts placed 
on inner reserves. 

Mr. Wedd said that was not the 
purpose. It was not desirable to 
publicly disclose the inner re- 
serves, 

“Or pay taxes on them,” said 
Mr. Slaght. 

Mr. Slaght said the inner reserves 
came from profits on operations. If 
the banks had the right to hide part 
of their reserves they fiad a special 
privilege not granted the ordinary 
taxpayer. The working man could 
not hide part of his gross earnings. 


ONLY INFORMATION 

The only specific information he 
obtained during the session was 
the statement of C. S. Tompkins, 
inspector general of banks, that the 
inner reserves were “in excess of 
$1,000,000.” Bs 

Mr. Tompkins had said previously 
that he did not think the figure 
should be given.

chill’s statement Wednesday on 
Turkish neutrality.

The same 
source expressed doubt of any 
immediate Turkish entry into the 
war because the Allied command's

not been fulfilled and added that 
the sum of £20,000,000 (about $90,- 
000,000 in Canadian funds) in sup- 
plies mentioned by Mr. Churchill 
fell far short of their require- 
ments,

Is Nearing City 


The largest concentration of 
military vehicles ever seen in Ed- 
monton was due to reach the 
Prince of Wales Armory Friday 
afternoon, It is the first of three 
such convoys expected here on 
the way from British Columbia 
centres to the army's summer 
training camp at Wainwright. 
About 250 vehicles, with two men 
to each vehicle, travelling a hun- 
dred yards apart, made up the 
fifteen-mile procession. 

Crossing the high level bridge 
the convoy was to proceed north on 
109 street to Kingsway and from 
there to the Prince of Walés 
Armory. 

The convoy reached Red Deer 
Thursday, and the 500 men spent 
the night at the training centre, 
hitting the road again at 8 am. 
Friday. 

The convoy will stop over in Ed- 
monton Friday night and leave for 
Wainwright early Saturday.

Cecil F. Elmes, prominent New 
York engineer, has been named 
consulting engineer to the new 
Natural Gas Utilities Board, it was 
announced Friday by Hon. N. E.

Members of the board are G. M. 
Blackstock, K.C., Alberta public 
utilities commissioner, and Dr. E. 
H. Boomer, chairman of the pet- 
roleum and natural gas conserva- 
tion board. 

The Natural Gas Utilities Act, 
under Which the board is set up, 
was passed at the last session of the 
Legislature. It rendered null and 
void exclusive features of con- 
tracts for supply of natural gas 
from the Turner Valley field. 

The legislation also requires that 
in all other respects, contracts for 
the supply of gas must be submit- 
ted to the board for review.

Tar Sands Tests 


To Be Resumed 
By D'ARCY O'DONNELL 

OTTAWA, May 26.—(CP)—Ex- 
periments in the extraction of oil 
from the tar sands along the 
Athabaska river in Northern Al- 
berta will be resumed within the 
next few months, Resources Min- 
ister Crerar said yesterday in 
the Commons, 

A separation plant is nearing 
completion near Waterways, Alta., 
and will be in operation by June 1, 
Mr. Crerar said during examina- 
tion of an estimate of $145,000 set 
aside in his war appropriation 
estimates for development of the 
tar sands. A refinery was being 
rebuilt and likely would be in 
operation by Sept. 1. 

Development of the sands was 
still in the experimental stage. 
There were many problems to be 
}solved before the exploitation of 
je sands could result in commer- 


cial success, 
The experimental plant would

have a capacity of handling about 
600 tons a day of 24 hours opera- 
tion, said Mr. Crerar. 

J. R. MacNicol (P.C.- Toronto 
Davenport) said he was not satis- 
fied with what was being done to 
develop the tar sands. He did not 
favor a government plant for de- 
veloping the sands. The operation 
already had cost much more than 
it should. 

He said the operations were not 
being carried on by the Abasand 
company which originally under- 
took the development, but by the 
government. 

“The old company should have 
been left in charge because they 
were the only ones who knew how 
to extract oil from these sands,” 
said Mr. MacNicol, “They had dis- 
covered how to do this after many 
years of trial and error and they 
were doing a pretty good job. 
URGES COMMITTEE 

He said a parliamentary commit- 
tee should be set up to check on 
production of oil from the tar 
sands. There had been Ineffecient 
work at the plant with welding done 
improperly and public money 
“wasted.” 

Mr. Crerar said the government 
made the arrangements for devel- 
opmenis with companies simply be- 
cause of the need for oil if it was 
available. 

There was no criticism of the 
Abasand process of abstracting 
the oil, but rather the general 
layout of the plant which did not 
seem to be the best for efficient 
operation. 

The total amount of crude oil pro- 
duced by the Abasand plant in 
1941 was 20,282 barrels and 9,958 
barrels in 1942. None was produced 
in 1943, but it was expected the re- 
constructed plant would begin pro- 
duction this year. 


CRITICISM UNFAIR 

J. M. Dechene (L.—Athabasca) 
said he deprecated unjust criticisms 
which retarded development of the 
tar sands. The criticisms of the fed- 
eral government operations in the 
tar sands area uttered in the Alber- 
ta legislature had been unfair. 
There had been charges of “in- 
competence” and “sabotage” by an’ 
Alberta cabinet minister. 

A highway from Edmonton to 
Fort McMurray should be con- 
sidered. It would help develop- 
ment of oil resources and go 
through thousands of acres of 
good land which should be open- 
ed up. Railway freight rates be- 

tween Edmonton and Fort Mc- 
Murray now were too high to 
make development easy. 

Mr. Dechene said he believed the 
Abasand plant was not ,sufficient 
to make a check on the sands un- 
less reconstructed. He agreed with 
the government action taken, 

Mr. Crerar said that use of 
Northern Alberta tar sands in road- 
making years ago had demonstrat- 
ed their value. Alberta roads using 
this material had “stood the test of 
time,” 

In development of the sands, 
Canada was breaking new ground, 
but the A‘basand Co., which started 
operations in 1925, had undertaken 
much work before its plant was 
destroyed by fire in 1941. It was 
rebuilt and operated intermittently 
in 1942, 


ORILLING ARRANGED 

In 1942 the federal government 
arranged with the Consolidated 
Mining and Smelting Co, to under- 
take test drilling. 

The cost of work done by Con- 
solidated was about $132,000. Its 
report was given the house last 
year. An arrangement with the 
Abasand Co. was decided on under 
which the government advanced 
costs necessary to construct a new 
plant on the security of the com- 
pany, as it was found a fair test 
could not be made by the existing 
plant. 

ESTIMATE OF YIELD 

The minister said samples of the 
tar sands had been submitted to 
the Universal Oil refineries in Chi- 
cago.’ The American firm esti- 
mated that the sands would yield: 

1. 22 Per cent of volume in 
aviation gasoline of 100 per cent 
octaine rate. 

2. 17 Per cent of volume in 
motor fuel of 73 or 74 per cent 
octane rate, 

3, 16% Per cent ef volume in 
cheaper fuel oils. . 


Use might be found for some of 
the residue, Mr. Crerar said.

SALWEEN FRONT 

On the Salween front, Chinese 
troops captured Tantagtzu, 28 
miles northwast of Tengchung, and 
Hungmushy, about 25 miles east of 
Tengchung. Heavy casualties were 
inflicted on the retreating enemy. 

Chungking spokesmen said the 

Chinese forces moving westward 
toward the Burma frontier were 
converging on Tengchung from 
the north, south and east, and 
predicted that the major battle 
for thet enemy base would come 
soon.

“We're getting nowhere fast,” said 
Hon, R. B. Hanson, (P.C.-York-Sun- 
bury). 

“We have been going around in 
circles for the last 10 or 15 minutes,” 
said W. H. Moore (L.-Ontario, com- 
mittee chairman). 


DRAGGED INTO CIRCLE 

Mr. Slaght: “But I was dragged in- 
to the circle.” 

Mr. Macdonald said he thought 
Mr. Slaght had suggested he (Mr. 
Macdonald) did not favor having 
the banks pay taxes on inner re- 
serves. That suggestion was wrong. 

Mr. Slaght: “That'll be good news 
in the Brantford factories.”

BANKERS’ EVIDENCE

inner reserves and failed to pay 
taxes on it. Manks made tax returns 
like other corporations. 

Mr. Slaght said there was noth- 
ing in a statement on the banks’ 
position given the Commons by 
Finance Minister IIsley which 
showed the amount of the banks’ 
inner reserves. 

Mr. Tompkins said he had 
already told the committee he 
considered it undesirable that 
the figure be given. 

Mr. Slaght said Mr. Tompkins 
had assisted in the preparation 
of the minister's statement to 
the house, and apparently it had 
been prepared in a way to “con- 
ceal” the banks’ hidden reserves. 
Mr. Tompkins said he objected to

the remark. The statement had 
been carefully considered. 
A. Fraser (L. - Northumber- 


land) said that other companies 
apart from the banks set up con- 
tingent reserves. The committee 
was interested in the security of 
the banking system and had no 
right to delve into contingency or 
hidden reserves. 

Mr. Hanson said the “charge” 
was that the banks had a special 
privilege in placing money in 
hidden reserves and escaped 
taxation. He asked Mr. Wedd if 
this was correct. 

Mr. Wedd replied that bank 
tax statements were presented in 
the same way as those of other 
companies. The inner reserves 
were to take care of losses or 
bad debts. 

When the sitting opened, Mr. 
Slaght asked Mr. Wedd if he had 
changed his mind overnight and 
felt he could give the committee 
the figure of banks’ hidden assets. 

Mr. Wedd replied he still would 
not like to give the figure. 

“Our bank (he is general man- 
ager of the Canadian Bank of Com- 
cerce) submits a statement to the 
commissioner of taxation and it is 
invariably correct.” 

Mr. Wedd said it had been 
banking practice for years not 
to disclose the inner reserves and 
he could see no reason for 
change. The Finance Minister 
knew the amounts being placed 
in the reserves by the banks and 
would know if they were too 
large 

Mr. Hanson suggested Mr. Wedd | 
submit a memorandum that would

The swift advance and seizure of 
Cori with its radiating highways 
posed a direct threat to the via 
Casilina, only highway capable of 
handling larfge-scale military traf- 
fic behind the German divisions 
being beaten back from the over- 
run Hitler line. 

The bag of prisoners for the 
first 14 days of the offnesive rose 
to more than 12.000, including 
nearly 3,000 taken by the Anzio 
beachhead forces alone. Fifty-six 
towns and 78 peaks have been 
captured. 

Cisterna, important highway and 
railway junction on the Appian Way 
25 miles southeast of Rome, was 
occupied late yesterday after some 
of the bitterest fighting at the 
beachhead end of the front. 


LAST-DITCH BATTLE 

Though surrounded, the German 
garrison literally fought a last-ditch 
battle. The final assault began at 
noon and four hours later the last 
100 surviving Germans surrender- 
ed. The remainder of the garrison 
was killed. 

American troops, with British 
reconnaissance units, fanned out 
from Cisterna even while fighting 
still raged in the city.

The advance of the Eighth 
Army against stiff resistance was 
watched as a vital element of 
Alexander's strategy, calling for 
the smashing thrust at the centre 
of Leese’s United Kingdom, Do- 
minion and Polish forces and the 
Fifth Army's spectacular thrust 
on the vulnerable sea flank. The 
concerted drive has thus opened 
two roads to Rome. 

Fighter-bombers attached to the 
Fifth Tactical Air Force yesterday 
made their largest-scale attack yet 
against German columns falling 
back along the Appian Way, via 
Casilina and other roads south of 
Rome, destroying 610 motor vehicles 
and damaging 561 others. Twenty 
out of 80 intercepting German 
planes were shot down 


DESTROY TRANSPORT 


The toll taken by the _ pilots’ 
bombs, shells and bullets brought

WITH THE 8TH ARMY IN 
ITALY, May 26. — (CP) — The 
struggle for the Rapido river was 
in its first confused, dubious 
phases. There was one bridge 
across its steep banks, then two; 
one squadron of tanks, then two, 
then three, x 

But in those first few hours 
tanks were bogging down on the 
far side of the river, churning 
vainly while the Germans blazed 
away with light and heavy weap- 
ons from the slopes beyond. One 
regiment, for one, saw eight of 
its Shermans mired and lost to 
the fight that first day. 

And that’s where Sgt. L. A. 
Hart of Lamond, Alta., and his 
men came in. Some of his men 
were of the Royal Canadian Elec- 
trical Mechanical Engineers’ 
Light Aid Detachment working 
with the regiment. Others were 
the troops who provided the crew 
for the two tanks in which they 
drove out to go to work on those 
frustrated Shermans across the 


Rapido. 
They released all eight that day 
while the shells kept coming 


their two-day total -to more than 
800 vehicles destroyed in the past 
two days at a time when the enemy 
needs all available transport to 
reach his new defences, presumably 
between the beachhead front and 
Rome. 

At the Eighth Army end of the 
front, Polish troops ripped out the 
northern anchor of the crumbled 
Adolf Hitler line with’ the cap- 
ture of Piedimonte, three miles 
west of Cassino, while United 
Kingdom forces seized Aquino, 
birthplace of the theologian, 
Thomas Aquinas. 

The Aquino airfield finally was 
captured yesterday afternoon in a 
tank battle after a week-long 
struggle that surged back and forth 
across the landing strips. German 
paratroops counter-attacked re- 
peatedly before they finally yielded. 


GAIN SUPPLY ROAD 

The Fifth Army junction gave 
the Allies a first-class supply high- 
way all the way from Naples to 
Cisterna and virtually completed 
the occupation of the Pontine 
marshes. James E. Roper, British 
United Press war correspondent, 
who accompanied the first column 
to reach Cisterna from the south, 
said engineers already were open- 
ing dams to draw off flood waters 
penned up by the Germans as a 
defence measure. 

In their advance up the Cis- 
terna-Cori road, the Fifth Army 
troops also cut a lateral road 
crossing it about a mile and a 
half to the northeast, Other 
elements of the Fifth Army 
reached the Cori-Doganella road. 

Both advances above the Appian 
Way carried toward the mountains 
protecting the flank of some 17 
enemy divisions resisting along the 
front curving 70 miles to the south- 
east, ‘ 

If the Allies could push through 
the mountains to the Via Casilina, 
15 miles to the northeast, they 
would cut these forces’ last prac- 
tical communications with Rome 
and probably force them to yield 
the capital without a struggle.

Goebbels Will Tell Us 


The Fifth army has fought through to 
make contact with the forces holding the 
Anzio beach-head. This position is only 
20 miles in a straight line south of Rome. 
From being a target for enemy attacks for 
months, it has now become a spring-board 
for Allied thrusts at and along the Appian 
Way, the coastal road which leads directly 
to the capital. 

Berlin announces that this sector in the 
Hitler line was evacuated, neglecting to 
explain that it was abandoned because it 
could no longer be held.

There Ought To Be a Law 


When civilization becomes truly civil- 
ized there may be a regulation compelling 
those who display clocks and timepieces in 
public places to keep them within a reason- 
able degree of accuracy.

One may wonder if the war mothers of 
Canada will take kindly to the suggestion 
of War Services Minister LaFleche that 
they be asked to wear “some badge or some 
bit of ribbon” to distinguish their sacrifice. 
These mothers are honored in the hearts 
of all Canadians, but somehow one is 
doubtful if they would care to so advertise 
their devotion, 

No one is more entitled, of course, to 
wear such a distinguishing badge or rib- 
bon.

Canadians, inherently, are not a medal- 
wearing people.

The “Big Four” 


Mr. Sumner Welles sees danger in the 
proposal that the United States, Russia, 
China and the British Empire band to- 
gether as a four-power alliance to prevent 
another outbreak of armed aggression in 
the future. These allies, he fears, might de- 
velop imperialistic tendencies and them- 
selves become enemies of the rights and 
liberties of other nations. 

It is due to note that an alliance of the 
kind would not be a four-power combina- 
tion, but an eight-power group—or a nine- 
power group with India included in the 
status of a Dominion. The British Domin- 
ions, Mr. Welles failed to remember, take 
the liberty of considering themselves 
“powers,” and “the British Empire” would

only be in the combination if all of them 
joined of their own free will and accord. 

The danger that such a group might 
become a world menace, or a menace to 
some other country, is conceivable though 
altogether improbable. Whether so or not 
hardly comes into the realm of practical 
considerations, since there is no likelihood 
of these powers converting themselves 
into an exclusive directorate of world af- 
fairs. From the Atlantic Charter down 
they are pledged to an inclusive—not an 
exclusive—organization, open to any and 
every country willing to resist future out- 
breaks of violence. 

But nothing is clearer than that the 
hope of the world rests on the willingness 
of the United States, Russia, China and the 
British nations to associate themselves in 
Sponsoring such an organization and back- 
ing it with their moral and material re- 
sources. Whether we like the responsi- 
bility or don’t, this group will either cre- 
ate and back an effective international 
agency for enforcing peace or the world 
will return to the chaos out of which came 
Hitler and his seat 

From the newly captured Hollandia 
airfields Allied bombers flew 670 miles to 
bomb Sorong, on the north-western coast 
of New Guinea.

It is as long as 
from Edmonton to William. 


Washington has sent a special repre- 
sentative to Sweden, presumably to talk 
over with the Swedish authorities their 
refusal to stop shipping ball-bearings to 
Germany. What he intends to say to them 
is of course not announged. A broad sur- 
mise is that he will remind the officials 
that Sweden can gain more from favorable 
post-war trade relations with the Allies 
than it has any chance of gaining by 
dealing with Hitler oe his way out. 


Total Japanese forces in Burma were 
estimated to be somewhat more than 100,- 
000. More than a quarter of these are 
known to have become battle casualties 
already. So many Jap transports have 
been sunk that it is improbable the losses 
have been made up, or can be. The*mon- 
soon season will be an advantage to the 
survivors, since it will halt Allied opera- 
tions, But it will equally prevent the Japs 
making any serious effort to recover lost 
ground or create extensive defense works 
in the territory they still hold. The Jap 
power in Burma may be taken to have 
passed its peak. If that idea gets into the 
Burmese mind, Tojo may have a lot fewer 
men when the rains stop than he has now.

Final Tribute to Lincoln 
Is That He Freed the 


Slaves 
By J. H. GRAY 


Tucked away somewhere in a 
quotation book, where it eludes us 
at the moment, is an apothegm 
which goes something like this: 
When a civilization turns to the 
building of shrines to the past, it 
-abandons the future. This saying 
probably has no more validity than 
most other generalities, yet as in 
Washington we walked along the 
reflecting pool sfrom the Lincoln 
Memorial to the Washington Monu- 
ment, it ran through our mind like 
an old refrain, Certainly the people 
of the United States have turned to 
building shrines, superlative shrines 
that are at once awesome and beau- 
tiful. ' 

In days of peace Americans came 
by the thousands every year to 
Washington to visit these shrines of 
democracy; to walk reverently up 
the steps of the Lincoln memorial, 
to ride the elevator to the top of 
the Washington monument to drink 
in the beauty of the surrounding 
countryside, to stroll through Statu- 
ary Hall in the Capitol, to take pic- 
tures and have their pictures taken 
with memorials as _back-drops. 
Since the war the pilgrimages have 
dropped to a mere trickle, but it is 
a steady, never-ending trickle. 


* * % 


Summer had just come to Wash- 
ington when we joined the trickle 
of pilgrims who walked slowly up 
the steps of the Lincoln Memorial. 
When they spoke, which was in- 
frequently, it was in hushed whis- 
pers. The ecstasy they felt as they 
read his immortal Gettysburg ad- 
dress, as they gazed at Daniel 
Chester French’s superb bronze 
statue of the Great Emancipator, a 
statue which seemed always upon 
the point of rising to speak, was 
easy to discern. It was easy because 
even an alien Canadian could feel 
it, the indescribable twinges of 
nerves, the quickening tempo of 
the heart beat, the lump that rose 
in the throat and stayed there, 

To stand at the foot of this statue 


was something more than, sight- 
secing—it was to come into the 
presence of one of the world’s 
greatest men, Lincoln was an Ame- 
rican, yet the things for which he 
stood are the ideals of all mankind. 
Government of the people, by the 
people, and for the people—what 
Canadian politician has not used 
Lincoln’s phrase a dozen times? It 
never becomes hackneyed with use. 
It cannot be worn thin on the 
hustings. The more it is used the 
greater it becomes. So long as free 
men must fight for freedom it will 
be their battle-cry.

Lincoln freed the slaves. He 
saved the union, He died by an 
assassin’'s hand almost 80 years 
ago, Yet the great struggle which 
split his nation is one which his 
people would rather now forget. 
For Lincoln, sitting so solemnly in 
his memorial, is an everlasting re- 
minder to them that the war be- 
tween the states raised as many is- 
sues as it settled. 

He freed the slaves? As we 
came down the steps a crew of 
men were at work on the shrub- 
bery. One lalled on the steps and 
smoked a cigar, The others worked, 
The man wtih the cigar was the 
white foreman; the men who were 
doing the work were black. Here, 
within the shadows of the Great 
Emancipator’s memorial, was a 
vivid reminder of the slowness with 
which the emancipated had moved 
toward real freedom. 

Or was it? We gave the group 
of workers closer scrutiny. They 
were not, as we have believed at 
first glance, all black. There were 
several white men among them. 
This could happen in Washington, 
though it could not in the deep 
south. In Washington too, while 
most of the menial work is done 
by negroes, negroes have come 
into the government service in 
other capacities, as stenographers, 
clerks and even as administrators. 

Lincoln freed the slaves from 
actual bondage, but the process of 


winning their full freedom is a 
long and painful one, It is com- 
plicated moreover by the vocal 


extremists on both sides; by those 


who want the negroes to run 
before they can walk and by those 
who are determined that they 
shall never walk in freedom. One 
American in every ten is a negro. 
The tension which existed before 
the war between the races has, by 
all accounts, increased consider- 
ably. There have been race riots 
and disturbances in a number of 
cities. Handling of negro draftees 
in the armed services has created 
problems galore. The manpower 
stringency has raised the economic 
level of life in the black ghettos 
substantially and that in itself will 
make post-war readjustments ex- 
tremely difficult, 

The United States, like the other 
United Nations, has heart-break- 
ingly difficult internal problems to 
solve when victory comes, It is 
a problem, moreover, which can- 
not be solved in a decade or even 
a generation. Eighty years after 
Lincoln a mere beginning of a 
solution has been achieved, Lin- 
coln freed the slaves; but the task 
of raising black Americans to full 
citizenship in a great free demo- 
cracy remains, It is a task which 
will beset American statesmen as 
yet unborn. And as governments 
follow governments the great 
bronze statue of Lincoln will look 
out over the reflecting pool to 
Washington's monument as an 
everlasting reminder to his people 
of the responsibility that is theirs.

This 
is foreign intrusion in our internal 
politics. For the communists and 
fellow-travellers are loyal to Mos- 
cow, not to the United States, and 
don't like our form of government.

Just so they say what they have 
to say in their own countries, our 
gallant Allies should have our per- 
mission to sound off at will, And 
Republicans should be the last to 
complain, because such expressions 
are sure to favor Mr. Roosevelt 
and the more emphatic they are the 
more sales-resistance they arouse to 
the detriment of their own purpose.

Exotic Congresswoman

The case of Representative Clare 
Booth Luce is a clear and rather 
exciting index of the deep struggle 
now under way within the Republi- 
can party of the United States. 
Mrs, Luce, to begin with, is a 
woman, whose sex has always 
claimed the right to change its 
mind. She has beauty of an 
ethereal sort and on a platform 
looks like an angel, newly descend- 
ed. She also has wit of a viper 
sting, a cleverness which can be al- 
most diabolical. And her mental 
process ‘moves so fast that you can 
never keep up with her. 

Mrs. Luce has just made a major 
speech in favor of international 
co-operation and against isolation- 
ism. This is the same lady who 
made a speech not so long ago 
attacking such notions, when pro- 
posed by Mr. Henry Wallace, as 
“globaloney,” a piece of inferior 
cleverness, below her standard, 
which she soon regretted. But it 
was when she came to discuss Mr, 
Roosevelt the other day that Mrs, 
Luce claimed the ancient privilege 
of womanhood to be illogical, to 
use any weapon, including a het 
pin, and to hit below the belt, Asa 
study in Republican party strat- 
egy, and as an indication of what 
the nation may expect in this year's 
presidential campaign, the attack 
on Mr. Roosevelt is interesting 
and significant.

To begin with, Mrs, Luce argues 
that the United States did not enter 
the war because it was attacked,

Childish Reactions 


Mothers who work all day, and 
leave a child with his grandmother 
or at a child-care centre, may ‘be 
told that he behaves while she is 
gone and only “acts up” when she 
comes home. The authority gives 
this counsel to mothers: “You are 
tired then, too, and it is hard not 
to be cross.” There may be one 
reason or another for this “acting 
up”—perhaps it is the child's way 
of asking to be noticed—and, if it 
is, “it calls for extra patience and 
some planning to have good times 
with him, even if it is only for a 
few moments when you are dress- 
ing together in the mornings or 
whenever you can manage it. 

Others wonder what to tell child- 
ren about the danger to their 
fathers in the services, and she says 
that the “hush-hush” atmosphere is 
always bad for children, and that it 
is useless to try to pretend for a 
child's sake that there is no danger, 
“Children of 4 or 5 or older who 
have fathers at the fighting front 
are bound to know that there is 
danger and that war means violence 
and killing. For some children, 
though not all, this causes anxiety 
and fear, Usually they can face the 
simple truth with far more courage 
than we give them credit, if they 
see that their mother can face it 
with courage.”

| are to be happy, their mothers need

YOU’RE IN TH 


Are Improved 
By Good Rains’ 


WINNIPEG, Man. May 26.— 
Drenchnig rains in many of the 
driest localities of the grain 
growing areas have materially im- 
proved the crop situation, and 
some districts previously dry 
have now got more than their 
Seasonal average of moisture. 
Crops are assured of steady 
growth and ample moisture for 
several weeks. Rainfall is still 
required in some southern Al- 
berta districts but practically all 
localities show improvement over 
a week ago. 

Wheat seeding is practically com- 
pleted and even in the more north- 
erly areas, few districts report less 
than 75 per cent of the coarse grains 
now in the ground. Early sown 
wheat and coarse grains are well 
above ground with healthy color | 
and uniform growth. No damage| 
is reported from any cause so far, 
according to the weekly crop report 
of the Department of Agriculture 
of the Canadian National Railways. 


SEEDING COMPLETED 

In southern and central Manitoba | 
practically all seeding has now been 
completed. , Rainfall has averaged | 
from light ‘showers to good rains. 
Wheat is showing up well with a} 
good even growth. In northern 
Manitoba weather has been mostly 
fair and warm with scattered show- 
ers and one heavy downpour. 

In southern Saskatchewan rain- 
fall varies from light showers to 
heavy rains and it is expected 
that crops will show vast im- 
provement, Recent precipitation 
will assist crops to stool thickly. 
Crop conditions are, generally, 
good, Warm weather is now need- 
ed as soil is in excellent condi- 
tlon. 


In southern Alberta rainfall, 
varying from showers to good 
downpours, has greatly relieved 


the situation, although some dis- 
tricts still require more moisture. 
Throughout north central Alberta, 
weather has been moderately warm 
and cloudy with light showers fol- 
lowed by a general heavy rain, 

Moisture conditions are now ex- 
cellent, The season is about two 
weeks earlier than last year and 
prospects are considered better 
than at this time a year ago.

Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 

The baby who drinks easily 
from a spoon will no doubt take 
as readily to cup drinking. The 
average baby of four months, 
given the opportunity, will guip 
down orange juice or water, with | 
some choking. He tires easily and 
should be given a rest when his 
Spluttering efforts get him no- 
where, 

It is easier to teach a child to 
drink from a cup when he is strong 
enough to hold up his head easily. 
The baby whose head droops when 
he is held partially erect, digs his 
forehead into the cup and gets little 
nourishment from it. So, as with 
most training, the level of the) 
baby’s own development is vastly) 
important to success. 

It's easier, when teaching a 
child to drink, to use a small cup 
or glass about which he can clasp 
his small hands. If it is about the 
diameter of his bottle, it will seem 
to be a more familiar utensil. As 
he will dig his face into it deeply, 
the edge had better be a thick 
one. 

The time at which i: is best to 
present the glass or cup is a mat- 
ter of personal experience. Some- 
times babies will make more effort 
when they are hungry and so a 
glass, with an ounce or two of warm 
milk, offered at that time, will in- 
spire them to struggle to get it. 

Another baby, hungry and eager 
for his bottle, might be so offended 
and incensed at being asked to 
drink, that he would push the cup 
away and cry bitter tears. For such 
a baby the best time would prob- 
ably be in the middle of a feeding, 
or whenever he stops to take breath, 
after having drunk enough from the 
bottle for immediate satisfaction. 

Starting with one ounce of warm 
milk taken from the formula, pro- 
gress to two and three and so on, 
until the baby is getting the largest 
proportion of his feeding by glass 
and ending up with the bottle, 

It is time enough then to offer 
only the cup at one or more day- 
time feedings. Reserve the bottle— 
to finish—at those meals at which} 
baby takes a nap or goes to bed. 

Usually, the last bottle to dis- 
appear will be the night one. Sleepy 
babies resent making the effort 
necessary to drink. They prefer to 
lie down and float off to dreamland 
with the familiar bottle in their 
hands. By one year, most babies 
have outgrown even this need for a 
bottle.

Carrier Planes Hit 
Marcus, Wake Isles

WASHINGTON, May 26 — The 
U.S. Navy announced yesterday 
that carrier based planes from a 
Pacific fleet task force blasted 
Japanese installations on Marcus 
Island, 1,167 miles form Tokyo, last 
Friday and Saturday and then rav- 
aged Wake Island on Tuesday 
without meeting aerial opposition. 


American losses amounted to four 
planes downed in the Morcus foray 
and three men. 


A total of 373 sorties were flown 
at Marcus and 148 tons of bombs 
were dropped there. 


At Wake, 150 tons of bombs were 
dumped during 354 sorties. 

The only shipping found at Mar- 
cus was a small cargo craft, which 
was set afire. Several small craft 
were sunk or damaged at Wake. 

At Marcus, ammunition and sup- 
ply dumps were demolished and 
gun positions and buildings dam- 
aged, At Wake, 20 buildings were 
destroyed and otner buildings were 
damaged, while storage areas and 
other airdrome installations were 
reported heavily hit.

Thursday afternoon sessions of 
the 20th Alberta conference Unit- 
ed Church of Canada at Metro- 
politan church were devoted to 
reports by the various commit- 
tees. 

In the report on the missionary- 


maintenance fund the Rey. H. B. 
Kilison reported that during 1943 
the United church in Alberta raised 
$65,437, representing an increase of 
$6,390 over the previous year. The 


conference accepted an allocated 
goal of $70,000 for 1944 

This was followed by a short 
thanksgiving service for the liqui- 
dation of the deficit of the United 
Church of Canada, led by the Rev. 
Dr. A. MeMinn, 


POSTS ARE FILLED 

The conference unanimously nom- 
inated the Rev. D. G. Ridout to fill 
the Toronto post of secretary of 
missionary and maintenance fund 
for the ‘United Church in Canada, 
and the Rev. J. W. Bainbridge, High 
River, as assistant secretary 

The Rev. Dr. Stanley Scott re- 
ported on religious instruction in 
the schools, in which the commit- 
tee recommended that pupils be 
urged to bring Bibles to school for 
daily Bible reading in the morning; 
that field secretaries be asked to! 
give advice relative to the exten: | 
sion of religious education in the| 
schools and that co-operation with | 
the inter-church committee be con- | 
tinued in the effort to secure re- | 
Jigious instruction for 
school students. 

The Rev. A. F. Marsh reported 
on education of students and an- 
nounced that William Archer and 
John E. Law would be accepted 
as candidates for the ministry. 

In the report on recruits for the | 
ministry the Rev, T. R. Haythorne 
urged that the Church attitude 

should be a steadily widening vision 
of the task of the Church and that 
at the present time while there is 
a shortage of ministers, “Our con- 
cern should be more for the ex- 
pansion of the work after the war.” 


SCHOOL ACTIVITIES 

Reports were also given on the 
activities of schools by the Rey. 
Dr. F. S. McCall for Alberta Col- 
the Rev. J. H. Garden for 
Mt. Royal College and Rev. Dr. A. 
D. Miller for St. Stephen's College. 

All reports indicated an out- 
standing year, successful in every 
way. In the Mt. Royal College 
report, it was disclosed that a new 
couse in petroleum engineering 
is being instituted in co-operation 
with the University of Oklahoma 
and that this course is the first 
of its kind offered anywhere in 

Canada. 

The Radio Committee’ report 
given by the Rev. A. R. Huband,} 
recommended that “the United | 
Church of Canada should enter the | 
field of religious broadcasting in a 
big way... have a special depart- 
ment for radio... a budget of its 
own. Whatever may be done in 
other parts of the country we think} 
that Alberta should be regarded as 
a Home Mission Field of the Air.”

of leaving his church on Sunday, 


VICTORY FOR PRIEST 

“The lifting of the suspension is a 
victory for Father Orlemanski,” Mr. | 
Morski maintained. “The church} 
hierarchy retreated, but to save 
their faces he had to apologize for 
the minor infraction of church) 
rules.’’ | 

He said that Father Orelmanski 
has a right to speak and write about | 
everything, with the exception of 
criticizing the religious and moral) 
activities of the church. 

“Father Orlemanski and Prof. 
Oscar Lange, Polish-American 
lecturer at the University of Chi- 
cago, are co-operating in promot- 
ing Polish-Soviet understanding 
on the basis of accepting the Cur- 
zon Line,” Mr. Morski reported, 

The line, which was drawn up by 
Lord Curzon, left more of Eastern 
Poland to Russia than the pre- 
war boundary, but added to West- 
ern Poland the provinces of East 
Prussia, Pomerania and Lower 
Selesia. 

Mr. Morski has organized the 
clothing collection campaigns all 
over Canada, in addition to cam- 
paigning for Red Cross blood 
donors among the Polish-Canadian 
population.
